officials look for these obscuri- 
ties left in the law by Congress 
to bring about wider compliance, 
in the belief that many employ- 
ers will obey rather than run the 
risk of violating the law, this, of 
course, remains a question for 
the future to determine. 

In some quarters it is thought 
likely that the administrator 
will undertake to clarify certain 
of the act’s provisions and may 
in specific instances rule inform- 
ally as to its application to a 
particular employer. 

Chain Stores’ Problem 

Some idea as to the extent of 
employer concern over the wage 
and hour law is disclosed in the 
questions pouring into Washing- 
ton. For example, there is the 
effect of the wage and hour law 
upon the employes of interstate 
chain stores. Does interstate 
commerce mean both the send- 
ing and receiving of merchan- 
dise which crosses state lines? 
Then there is the matter of 
package merchandise and the 
question of determination of in- 
terstate commerce. Does it end 
when the original package is 
broken or continue through un- 
til sold to the ultimate consum- 
er? 

Another puzzler is found in 
the word “whose” as used in sec- 
tion 13, to provide exemption for 
retail employes. The question
